HE Riſe of our Animoſities, and the reaſon 
why they are warmer in Scotland than in Eng- 
land, is, That England reformed by the 
Royal Authority, and therefore the Govern- 
"VE 1 ment of their Church was ſuted ro the Mo- 
narchy; but Scor/and Reforming by force and violence, ſome 
of our Reformers coming from Geneva, and the Republicks 
of Switzerlaxd, tho otherwiſe good Divines, yer were fo 
far miſtaken in rheir Politicks as ro inſpire many of their 
Converts with an aycrfion to the Monarchy, as well as to 
Popery 3 Buchanan and others wrote Books which were 
thereafter condemn'd as Treaſonable even in King James's 
- minority. Theſe Puritans ( as they were then called')-ſo 
vex'd the righteous Soul of King Fames the 6th, that he 
was never at caſe or ſecure till he ſucceeded to the Crown 
of England, and then he ſerled Epiſcopacy in Scotland ; as 
moſt ſutable ro the Monarchy , and fitted to unite the rwo 
Kingdoms : and though it was fully agreed to for many 
years, yet ſome faftious and ambitious 'Noblemen' being 
deſirous to advance themſelves, though by rhe ruin of their 
Country ; and ſome Prieſt riden and blind 'Zealors among 
the Gentry, admiring the Parts and Perfons of their Enthufi- 
aſtick Preachers, were inftigated by them to join with the 
Pucitanical Party, and art lengrh to rife in amoſt _— 
A 2 aÞic

able War againſt their lawſul Sovereign. During which, 
the Presbyterians entred in a Covenant, wherein they ob- 
liged themſelves by ſolemn Oath to extirpate-Prelacy-and 
bring all oppaſers of their Covenant ro —_—_ puniſh- 
ment : and thereafter into a League with England; wherein 
- they obliged themſelves to reform England atter the Model of 
 Tthebeſt reformed Churches abroad,for their own ends leaving 
- the Rule thus general. Allrhele Oaths and Leagues being en- 
rred into by Subje&ts without and againſt, yea and in de- 
" ſpite of the Royal Authority , and the evident deſign of 
them being to overturn the fundamental conſticution of the 
Church, and State in, the two Kingdoms, were therefore 
moſt juſtly condemn'd as Treaſon by the . Parliaments in 
both Nations. Notwithſtanding whereof, the Covenanters in 
proſecution of the black deſigns of theſe Oaths, raiſedfirſt the 
Rabble,and afterwards ſtrong Armies againſt that moſt pious 
and Proteſtant King Charles I. who our of a religious deſire 
as much as in him lay to preſerve their peace and his own, 
condeſcended to all that they deſired, in a Parliament held 
by himſelf at Scotland. Bur the luſt of rebellious Zealors 
hath no bounds ; for the Faftion encouraged with this ſuc- 
cels, and having obtained now the Government of the 
Church, they immediately after uſurped that of the State, 
calling by their own pretended Authority rebellious Parlja- 
ments, wherein they reſcinded all the Royal Prerogarives, 
murthcred thouſands of the Kings beſt ſubjeQs, and almoſt 
quite ruined all the Antient Families of the Nation who.op- 
poſed them, preferring and enriching chiefly mean and 
fa&tious perſons who headed the Rabble, robbing more from 
theſe Loyal Families in one month, without any pretext of 
Law, than hath been exatted from them ſince the Kings 
Reftauration in proſecution of it ; beſides the many, other 
barbarities which they committed under pretext of Reli- 
gion; as the Poyniarding hundreds of them in cold bloud 
afrer Quarter granted, andthe hanging them with the Kings 
| om-

Commiſſion abour their Necks. . At length having robbed 
the King of -all Power to defend himſelf, they gave him per- 
fidiguſly up to thoſe who inhumanly murthered him ar his 
own Palace-gate, to the great reproach and ſcandal of the 
Reformation; themſelves being of the while after ſupported 
by theſe very Regicides, againſt the Royaliſts, whom they 
called Malignants; till God reſtar'd:;\King Charles I. and 
then offers of Peace and Pardon were made to theſe Presby- 
terians, provided, they would but, diſown the Covenant 
and their rebellious principles. Bur they refuſing all offers, 
Epiſcopacy was reſtored chiefly for the Monarchics fake : 
The EaQtion being enraged at this, procceded with all fire 
and fury to preach up Rebcllion in theic Conventicles. The 
Parliament in the mean time juſtly diſpleaſed ar this info- 
lence and contempt of Authority, and deſirous to. ſecure 
the. peace and the people from the Poiſon of rebellious and 
falſe DoQtrine, appointed all to come to Church; where- 
upon they broke. forth in open Rebellions, and fome of cheir 
Ring lcaders bcing taken in the guilt, and nat. diſowning nor 
promiſing to help theſe faulcs, were puniſh'd. in order to ter- 
rify others 5 and this is all the Sevcriry complain'd of. 


By this your Highneſs may ce : 
I. That You being come:/to ſupport our Laws, You are 
in honqur bound ro ſupport Epiſcopacy, which is confirmed 
by rwenty ſeven Parliaments. Bp" E 


2. That Epiſcopacy is neceſſary for ſupport of the Monar- 
chy, and that the Scottiſh Presbyrery. is not appoled by us ag 
an Eccleſiaſtical Government, bur as having incorporated in- 
to it. many horri Principles, inconſiſtent with humane So- 
ciety, in which the Monarchy is more concerned than we. 


3. That what theſe who were in the Government did, 
was conform to Law, and that theſe Laws were made for

preſervation of the Proteſtant Religion, Monarchy, humane 
Society, and Self.defence, And that thoy value their Church- 
Government more than the Proteſtant Religion, is clear by 
their late compliance with the Papiſts upon getting an In- 
dulgence; Whereas the Church of Evgland and we hazard. 
ed all rather than comply ; They magnified the diſpenſing 
Power, and we oppoſed it. 


4. This appears more clearly by their preſent Principles, 
whereby many, as we are informed own, that Subje&ts have 
a right to force their King to dothem Juſtice, and thar the 
are his Judpes, and may dethrone him ; That che Rebellion 
againſt King Charles the Firſt and Second, and in favour of 
the Duke of Monmouth were juſt; and that che Monarchy 
being returned' by Forfeirure ro the People, there 'remains 
no Prerogartive. with furure Kings who are to have no more 
power rhan the People will give them: and becauſe we love 
the Monarchy, we are decry'd as Slaves; whereas it had 
been eaſier for'us to haye connived at their Inſolencics, and 
to become Republicans with them. 7 |

the Covenant, or any other Tye to perſecute thele of the 
Church of Ergland. 

Laſtly, it were very. juſt and pertinenc in them to de- 
clare their reſolutions. never again by their Sentences, to 
counteraQ and condemn the Decrecs of, the ſupreme Civil 
Judicatures of the Nation; and. to fatisfie the World in 
this, it will be fit for them by ſome publick deed to dil: 
claim and renounce that abſolute Supremacy or Papacy 
which the. Kirk hath always claimed oyer Kings, and Ci- 
vil Powers. Many publick and known Inſtances might be 
aſſigned,  whereit they have challenged and uſurped this 
power ; but Hercules may be known by his Foot, and there- 
fore one inſtance that's yet freſh in the memory of many, 
{hall ſerve for all ; and it's that of the unnatural as well as 
undutifvl Behaviour of the Kirk to their lawful Sovercign 
King Charles the Second in the year 1650, when like a 
hunted Partridge he fled from the Birds of Prey in Em- 
gland to them for Sanftuary. The eaſieſt Propoſals they 
made to him were no leſs than theſe: x. To ſubſcribe 
the Covenant, which they: knew his Majeſty did not, nor 
could notlike, becauſe of; the. Deſtruction it had brought 
upon 
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upon his Father and Kingdoms, and of the Door it open- 
ed for continual R<bellion againſt himſelf.. 2, To-make 
publick fatisfaQion' tothe Kirk,-rhat is open Penance 
before their Congregations, for his own Sins, .. and.theſe 
of his Fathers Houle, particularly for bis and his Families 
Godleſs Oppoſition (as they called it) to the Cauſe of God, 
the Work of the Covenant. 3. That his Majeſty ſhould 
ſubſcribe, and publiſh to the World a Declaration, charg- 
ing himſelf 2s his Family with the whole guilt of all the 
Miſeries and Blood (not, excepting that of the Royal 
Martyr his Father ) which had been occaſioned by theſe 
unhappy Civil Wars themſeJves had raiſed, and carried on 
for ſo many years before. Upon theſe Conditions they 
promiſed to make him a moſt glorious King indeed, 

But when his Majeſty modeſtly declined the laſt two, 
which in Honor and Conſcience he could not fubmit to, 
immediately out comes that Tundering Bull from the 
General Aſſembly againſt him, THE ACT OF THE 
WEesTKIRK3 it was commonly called fo, becauſe 
the Aſſembly was held at the Weſt Church of Edinburgh 
where both the foreſaid Declarations which the would 
have impoſed upon the King, and that At 'of the Weſt 
Kirk are ſtill kept, and to be ſeen upon Record in the 
publick Regiſter at that place.
